Solemn and impressive cere- 
monies attended the burial at 
I'poria of the Most Rev. Archbishop 
' John Lancaster Spalding, who died 

last Fihlay foUowInc a long lllnpss. 
Sci \ i( (>s wel l' 1ih1(1 Tuesday niorn- 
ing in St. .\Iai\'s ("altiiMlral, wlieto 
he presidtMl loi nmny years as 
Hiahop of I'l'oriii. Solemn ponti- 
fk'ial requiem hlKli niasB was cele- 
brated by the Right Rev. Edmund 
M. Dunne, Bishop of Peoria, as- 
sisted by the Very Rev. D. J. Rlor- 
dan. of Chicago, as deacon of the 
mass. The funeral oration Imme- 
iliately following the mass was de- 
livered by the Most Rev. George 
W. Mundelein, D. 1).. Archbishop of 
Chicago. 

Escorted by iiiiilni imd >;uard8 the 
body was talon in ilu- cemetery 
and placed in a tcnipidary vault 
pending the const Miction of a per- 
manent memorial chapel planned 
by Archbishop Spalding before his 
death. Among the dignitaries pres- 
ent were Archbishop Moeller, of 
Cincinnati; Bishop Brossart, of 
Covington: BiiOiop Fitxmaurice, of 
Brie, and Coadjutor Kelly, of the 
Bishopric of Detroit. Flags flew at 
'half-mast in Peoria and many busi- 
ness places were closed at the hour 
' of the funeral. 

A solemn requiem high mass for 
Archbishop Spalding was held at !) 
o'clock Tuesday morning at St. 
Augustine's church. Thirteenth and 
Broadway. Thirty priests took part, 
and representatives from the vari- 
ous convents of Louisville and vi- 
cinity were present. Bishop O'Don- 
aghue preached the sermon and the 
St»Y. Francis Felton celebrated the 
mass, while the Rev. C. I'. Raffo 
was deacon. The Rev. George 
.Schuhmann WM laSater of cwe- 
monles. 

The late .\rrhbi.shop wa.s th> 
founder of St. Augustine's church, 
and his work during his stay in 
Louisville was told by Bishop 
O'Donaghue. Many friends of. the 
Spalding family attended the mass. 

John Lancaster Spalding was 
bom June 2, )840, in Lebanon. 
Ky. Early in the days o{ bia boy- 
hood he began to show signs of 
the priestly vocation and set about 
fitting himself for that calling. He 
took his propii ratnrv course at St. 
Mary's ( oii- k' ih ui l,<'l)anon, after 
which he weal to St. Mary's Col- 
lege, Emmettsburg, and from there 
to Mount St. Mary's at Cincinnati 
Young Spaldinn then attended tl,.' 
Catholic College at Louvain. Hil- 
gium. Among his classmates at 
this latter institution was Arch- 
bishop Riordan. of san Francisco. 
During the next year young Spald- 
ing went to school in Rome, where 
he completed his studlss prepara- 
tory to being ordained. 

In 1S6S he was ordained a priest 
with solemn services at the Cathe- 
dral of the Assumption in Louis- 
ville. Even at that time his genius 
was manifested and the fact that 
he promised to become a scholar 
of rare attainments came to the 
attention of Archbishop Blanchet, 
of Oregon, who chose him as his 
theologian at the second Plenary 
Council at Baltimore In 186t;. With 
Father Hecker, the Paullst priest, 
and .\rchblshop Ryan, of Phila- 
delphia, he was selected ti^ preach 
at the council. He waa at this 
tlmo but twenty-six years old and 
the honor attached to hla selection 
soon gained him nation-wide fame. 
He returned to Louiaville ft the 
conclusion of the council at Balti- 
more and became a priest at the 
Cathedral. While in thib capacity 
he devoted his labors to securing a 
church for negroes. At that time 
St. Augustine's parish. then on 
Broadway, near Fourteenth street, 
was a mixed parish, the congrega- 
tion being both white and colored. 
Father Spalding set about to es- 
tablish a negro church. The re- 
sult was the founding of the new 
St. Augustine's ohoroh near the 
same location devoted only to the 
negroes in 1868. Father Spalding 
became pastor of this church, serv- 
ing in that capacity for one year. 

In 187S death claimed his Illus- 
trious uncle, the late Archbishop 
U. J. Spalding, for years one of 
the foremost figures In the Catholic 
world and who was known interna- 
tionally as one of the most learned 
men of America. Father Spalding 
then left his parish In lx)ulsvllle 
and went to live at the House of 
Paullst Fathers in New York City 
until his uncle's biography was com- 
pleted. Father Spalding never re- 
turned to Kentucky as a priest, 
but from the metropolis, where ho 
waa an assistant pdest, he was' 
called to the newly erected diocese 
of Peoria. He accepted the respon- 
sibility and was consecrated Bishop 
of PeOrla In St .Patrick's Cathedral, 
New York City, May 1, 18 77. Here 
his work In the annals of the Cath- 
olic church has been writ large. 
Schools, churches and charitable in- 
stitutions sprung up everywhere; 
waning parishes waxed strong again 
and a strong and purposeful priest- 



hood had been formed soon after 
he was fntnisted to guide the des- 
tinies of the church. At the time 
he took charge of the .Peoria dio- 
cese there were fifty-one churches 
in the district. At his dsuh there 
wore 250 churches.

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From an article on the functions 
of the Catholic schools and their 
place in the general educational 
system of the country, written by 
the Rev. John 3. Wyaae, editor of 
the Catholic Bncyelopaedia, jre take 
the following exoerpts: 

Those who regulate, as well as 
those who teach in Catholic schools, 
are not accustomed to think of 
competing with the public schools. 
Now and then there is a friendly 
competition, but It Is never motived 
by antagonism. Occasionally some 
one speaks of the public schools as 
Godless, hill that does not mean 
that every ( ,ilholi( is prompted to 
detract the good work they are do- 
ing. Surely it would brinj; (ensure 
on any teacher in the Catholi< 
schools to speak disparagingly of a 
public school or of its pupils. 

Many a Catholic priest and 
Bishop has received his education 
In these sehools. and vast aumbers 
of their teachers have been edS' 
cated In Catholic schools. There 
is no occaalon for mutual mistrust 
or antagonism between the two 
Kystems. It Is rare to find a public 
school principal or teacher who 
does not appreciate the value of re- 
ligion in education and deplore the 
fait that It Is not practicable to 
provide for the proper religious 
training of every child. 

For the Sunday-school is not 
enough, and the home is not always 
HO circumstanced that it can pro 
vide thorough and systematic train 
ing of this sort. Even an extra 
hour or so added to the ordinary 
school time every day, as advocated 
by some who favor the Oary sye- 
tem, will not satisfy the needs of 
the children. To be effeetive re- 
ligion must l>e an Integral part of 
any school course, and It must be 
taimlit by those who live It In ex- 
perience as well as by profession. 

To say that it is impossible to 
make it part of an educational 
course is proved false by the fact 
that in over 7.(HI(» (vliicational in- 
stitutions it is a pan. and taught 
in such a manner as to influence 
the conduct of the pupils. Why 
claim that it must be forever 
ostracised in common school pro- 
grammes of study, because it is 
impossible to teach any one relig- 
ion that will satisfy all? Is it pos- 
sible to teach any one system of 
philosophy that will satisfy all? 
Or. Is there any course of history 
that will satisfy all? Those who 
appraaiate Its ■ value tad so diffi- 
culty in determlalng how to teach 
If. 

It Is admitted on all sides that 
Catholics have found a way of giv- 
ing religions formation to their 
children. They did not do so with- 
out sacrifice and hardship; but they 
have been amply rewarded. They 
know now what influence it is that 
keeps their homes together, not 
scattered by divorce and not de- 
pleted of children. They knowttlso 
why it is their churches are never 
empty daring divine service, and 
why In most churches several serv- 
ices are necessary to satisfy con- 
gregation after congregation. It 
used to be predicted that as the 
generations of immigrants with 
their Old World faith disappeared, 
the new generation born on this 
il would be Indifferent, if not 
( reedless. Owing to the Catholic 
school the prediction has been more 
than falsified as each new genera- 
tion appears. 

The Catholic school system Is 
now strongly established throughout 
the country, and it is growing rap- 
idly in Bomber aad organisatioh. In 
1910 there were 4,845 Cathcrfle 
schools; in five yean there were 
1,04 S more. Then there were 
1,237,251 pupils; now there are 
260,698 more, and the signs are 
that they will grow still more rap- 
Idly and solidly during the next 
five years No intelligent Catholic 
now questions the wisdom of the 
system or liegrudges the sacrifit'e 
il requires; nor Is there now the 
pressure that thirty years ago was 
often exercised from without Cath- 
olic circles to prevail on parents to 
shun the Catholic and patronise the 
public school.

Last .Sunday Cardinal Farley 
gave expiession to the following, 
wiiich will be read with much in- 
terest by Catholics and all right- 
thinking people throughout the 
country: ' 

The Catholie soeietlea which have 
just finished their deUI>eratlons dur- 
ing "Catholie week" are organized 
for the purpose of providing the 
machinery to educate, crystallize 
and give expression to the opinion 
of the Catholic citizenship of the 
Nation on public questions affect- 
ing morals and religion. The pur- 
pose of these societies has been best 
served through their conventions 
lust completed in .New Voik. 

These conventions have been of 
such importance that they have at- 
tracted the attendance and Interest 
of my two American eolleagues in 
the Sacred College of Cardinals, ttte 
Apostolic Delegate, the official rep- 
resentative' In this country of the 
Supreme Pontiff; Archbishops, Bish- 
ops, hundreds of Monsignorl and 
priests and thousands of euiii.-»l, 
serious and right-thinking Catliolie' 
laymen and laywornen. "Those who 
liave attended the conventions, who 
liave spoken at the various meet- 
ings and who have been responsible 
for the expressions of the societies, 
came from all parts of the country. 
They are by reason of their experi- 
ence well qualified to represent and 
speak for the Catholic cltisenshlp of 
the nation. Very naturally these 
Catholics of different ranks and 
from different parts of the. country 
have come to know and understand 
each other better. 

The press of the city and of the 
nation, botli secular and Catholie, 
has very kindly and generously 
given full and accurate reports of 
the proceedings aad deliberatiOBS 
of the conventions.

the second of the seties, shows the 
conditions in Iieland up to .August 
12: 

The great ahip concerns at Bel- 
fast are enaploying nearly 30,000 
hands' at present, which with the 
munition supply factors makes the 
one antl-Natlonallst city of Ireland 
a bee-hive of Industry as compared 
with neglected and suffering Dub- 
lin. But the workers are not all 
residents of Ireland. Many have 
crossed over from I^ngland and 
Scotland, thinking to escape con- 
scription by working on ship con- 
struction destined for the transport 
service. One-third of the permanent 
population of Belfast is Nationalist, 
but they do not hold the best posi- 
tions In the shipyards or factories. 
They have a hard time living under 
the oppressive taskmasters, espe- 
cially since the Dublin uprisings. 
Many of them have been discharged 
ici alleged sympathy with the 
t-bfla and are scorned for not en- 
tering the army. They do not pass 
through Sandy Row and in turn do 
not permit their enemies to spend 
iheir time in High street In West 
Belfast. 

Devlin's Nationalist Club is 
crowded nightly and hla organ, the 
Irish limes, has become only mod- 
erately Nationalist in ton^ The vot- 
ing lists of West Belfast are 
scrutinized cloesly, every death or 
removal Is noted, the effect on the 
register of vacated houses is 
watche<l and counted daily, as Jo- 
seph Devlin has become the most 
powerful political leader in Ire- 
land. He is the only member of 
the Irish party with a Protestant 
democratic following and his friends 
claim an increased support from 
that element which will offset the 
toss of old supporters who have 
left him iMcause they oppose his 
plan of separating portions of 
Ulster from the remainder of Ire- 
land. The Ulster clergy, as a J0^. 
of all denominations oppose^ the 
partition, and I was suprlsed to 
aear some officers of the Bank of 
rister say they much preferred 
liome lule loi all Iieland to the 
partition plan, which would hurt 
Belfast trade and banking with 
other sections of the country. 

Sir Bdward Caraoa is faced with 
a split among his own followers. 
The feeling over the conduct of the 
war has divided his supporters into 
two classes, one faction approving 
his criticism of the Oovemment, the 
other appearing to believe that his 
course gives comfort to the enemie*; 
of the Brttlsh Oovernment In other 
lands. Despite all reports there is 
no possibility of his effecting a 
truce with Joseph Devlin as the bit- 
terness of feeling between the two 
factions has been ineresaed since 
the April rebellion and Is intensi- 
fied by the persecutions nnder the 
defense of the realm act and the 
execution of martial law. 

Joseph Devlin claims credit for 
2 2, 0(H) Nationalist recruits for the 
Uritish army In the Provinie i>f 
Clster, while Sir Edward Carson 
says his side furnished 43,00o ni' p 
Good judges of the rival claims lix 
the Devlin recruits at 13.000 and 
the Carsonltes at .80.000.

He 
also cited the fact that the execu- 
tion i^nd wholesale marders of the 
Irish rebelllonlsts wai bat another 
example of the thick-headed, 
brutal policy of the English Oov- 
ernment, but that Oovernment was 
at the bar of public opinion today 
and the world looks forward to the 
granting of Irish freedom. At the 
close of the meeting the division 
marched to the Dominican church, 
where President John Heunessy 
led the rosary for the repose of the 
soul of Rev. Father Joseph T. 
Keelty, the dlviaion ehaplaln.

"No hnman administration waa 
ever faultless, and I, for one, re- 
spect Mr. Wilson for his frankness 
In publlclv correcting himself when 
convinced of error. It Is the fool 
who never oh aa g os his mind aad ^ 
the knave who never admits It. t 
find myseli losing respect for cer- 
tain politicians who claim infalli- 
bility, whether the reason be pride, 
cowardice o^ political prudence, and 
yet make their own mistakes every 
day." 

The Republicans themselves are

They realize now that 
they were Imposed upon, that 
Hughes as a candidate is a 100 per 
cent, lemon, and that a more suc- 
cessful canvass could have been 
made by .Senator Weeks.
